Growers' Ass’n as being true to var­ 
iety and free from mixture, and the 
county agent will be glad to cite any 
farmer to good seed of varieties 
suitable to Rush county conditions.

ness.

The County Agent's annual report 
gives the following results on seed 
corn testing: 
Two hundred and eighteen bushels 
of seed corn were given the individ­ 
ual ear test for disease and germina­ 
tion at the 
central testing 
plant 
which was maintained for the sec­ 
ond year by the county fanners* or­ 
ganization. 
About I i per cent oh 
the ears were found to be “Dead;" 
14 per cent tested weak, and 9 per 
cent showed disease, making a total 
of 21A per cent unfit for seed. 
This work 
was started 
in the 
spring of 1920 and was made pos­ 
sible through the financial support oh 
the Rush County Farmers’ Assolia- 
tion, which organization furnished 
all equipment and labor for carrying 
on the work. 
The first year's work 
proved so successful that it was re­ 
peated again this year. 
Reports from farmers who had 
seed tested show that the testing 
reduced the amount of disease to a 
marked degree and 
increased 
the 
yield a s 
much as IO 
bushels 
per 
acre. 
Besides testing for 38 individual 
farmers la-4 spring the county agent 
furnished material to 13 
farmers 
who did their own testing and addi­ 
tional harmers are known who hol­ 
lowed the same method in testing 
their seed. 
The modified 
rag doll 
method was used. 
The total num­ 
ber of bushels tested in the county 
by this method is estimated to he 
60 b u s h e ls or more, and many harm­ 
ers are known to have 
used other 
methods in their testing seed. 
The testing work proved of great 
educational benefit, 
many 
f a n n e r s 
taking the opportunity to visit the 
plant and study seed 
coin.

county agent was able in a number 
of places to discourage the us** of 
undesirable corn hor seed and a g is t­ 
ed the farmer having such seed in 
finding seed of more desirable type 
and quality.

line were responsible for the selec­ 
tion of 233 bushels of «>eed.

prom.sed to

selected dis ease-free seed. 
Five fanners who started ear-to- 
row work in the spring of 1920 car­ 
ried out the second phase of their 
corn improvement work this year, 
taking the ears which proved in a 
previous ear-to-row test to he ot 
high welding power and planting an 
increase plot.

1922 planting was selected from the 
increase plots this fall. 
Five additional ear-to-row demon­
